As lor tha Pentagon answer to 
the question "what does Amer- 
ica need the MX tori" |for the

Charles Yost, an 
American publicist and diplomat 
who died racenlly, predicted In 
this respect that within a law 
years everyone would be as- 
tonished that we could have 
given serious consideration to 
developing such an extravagant 
monster as the MX missile sys- 
tem. 

But as we see It here In the 
Soviet Union, the silliness ol 
this prefect fakes tha back -seat 
by comparison fo Its decidedly 
sinister aspect. MX missiles, 94- 
tonne monsters carrying 10 war- 
heads 31$ kllolonnes aach, In 
other words each missile Is 
equivalent to 167-plus "Hiro- 
shima" bombs, look like first- 
strlke weapons. The' American 
ICouncll of Economic Priorities 
concludes In Its report, "Un- 
justified expense: an analysis ol 
tha projected MX system", that 
.the attempts to develop a mis- 
sile for striking at (he enemy's 
offensive means Term the basic 
rational* foe Hie development 
.of the MX missile, 

: A sfrika against ■ the - enemy's 
; offensive means white the latter 


boosting strategic nuclear forces 
serve the same purposes. The 
material and technological po- 
tential is being created in order 
lo give substance to Wash- 
ington's bellal that If Is possible 
fo win a nuclear war. 

If ts here the! the biggest 
threat lies: the Soviet Union be- 
lieves that to count on victory 
In a nuclear war la insane, 
whereas America Is "thinking 
about the Impossible". 

But just how do the Amer- 
icans conceive ol such a "vic- 
tory"!

Such platforms are In 
operation In the Caspian off the shores of Azer- 
baijan, Kazakhstan and Turkmenia. 


OIL FROM SAND 

Experts at the Azerbaijan Re- 
search Insiltulu for Oil Techno- 
logy have developed a new 
technique which will facilitate 
the commercial extraction of oil 
from oil-bearing sands. 

All that is needed is an ex- 
cavator and a metal barrel. The 
oil-bearing sand Is treated with 
a special solvent which virtual- 
ly washes the luel clean of all 
grains of sand. 

Tests of the new technique 
showed that 05 per cent of the 
oil could be separated from the 
sand. According to estimates, 
dozens of millions of tonnes ot 
oil In Azerbaijan alone can thus 
be exl reeled, while tho purlfled 
sand can be used In civil engi- 
neering.

THE PAMIR GLACIERS 

The Inhabitants ol villages 
along the banks of Iho swift 
rivers ol Iho Pamir Mountains 
recently observed a rare pheno- 
menon. Shoals of trout were on 
the move lo spawning areas on 
the glaciers of this country's 
highest mountain range. The 
shoals overcame rapids and 
waterfalls, and appeared oblivi- 
ous of danger. 

To keep the trout out ot 
trouble, teams of huntsmen, 
amateur anglers and schoolchil- 
dren are now on patrol. A ban 
has been placed on all trout- 
fishing until November I.

ECHMIADZIN 

Armenia abounds In undent cultural monuments— tho 
silent witnesses of a civilization which, over the course of 
centarles, has created many architectural masterpieces. . 
Prominent amoug the latter Rre the shrines of Echmiadzin, a 
town situated some 20 km from Yerevan, the capital of Ar- 
menia, 

There were people living on Iho present site of today's 
Echmiadzin way back In Ihe 2nd century B.C. With the adop- 
tion of Christianity early lu tho 4th century uudor Grigory 
Iho Eullghteuer, the first Patriarch of Armenia, a cathedral 
was built at Echmiadzin, in 303, and become the main shrine 
of the monastery wlilch subsequently grew up round It. 

Echmiadzin Is the centre of (he Armenlau-Gregorlan Church 
and the residence of the Calhollcos (It retains this sig- 
nificance up to the present day). 

Restored many limes In Ihe course of its 1870 years of exist- 
ence, the cathedral to decorated with fine frescoes painted by 
Ovnatanyan, au Armenian artist ot the early 181b century, 
and by Uto grandson at the end ot live century.
